Alns tAlas {I see no way at all just now except 
‘to hope that the sacred spirits in the heavens 
will help’ this country, considering that, this 
dynasty has always shown virtue and kindness

Finally, | would beg tacall your Excellencies! 
‘ attention to: the fact: that I hope you will not 
obey any of the Imperial decrees which may 
be issued after the! 2oth of June (1900), It is 
to bo-feared that desperadoes may become 
restless and rise up in the regions bordering 
the Yangtze River, and it is my earnest hope 
. that your Excellencies will take steps to protect: 
your several jurisdictions against disturbances, 
each man doing his duty to the best of his 
ability—-Yung Lu 
From the ‘above it will, be gathered that

’ The discovery of a labyrinth of underground -| © 
‘passages and a series of secret dungeonsin the 
walls of Fort Santiago confirms the supposition 
that the old city is still toa certain pxtent an 
unknown quantity and that, there is no telling 
what the ming of the walls may bring to light 
In the days of Church role in those Islands, 
grent importance was attached to sécrecy. Little 
or nothing was above-board. The friars, who 
were according to the best authorities, the 
heads of. the government, had their religion 
knocked into them in darkened monasteries 
where the chief object, was to guard against

clad in cowl and gown found it the better 
policy.to keep a firm hold. on the’ reins of 
government through - intimidation rather than’ 
by honest trial, Hence it became necessary 
that they should have inaccessable places in 
which to enact their cruet acts" of Tevenge and 
so called justice. 

Cotonel Greennough of the 7th’ Artillery, 
now in command of Fort Santiago was the 
first man to report the. existence’ of secret 
chambers and passages in the walls of the | 
fort.

Some account is published in’ the Daily 
News of the remarkable excavations which 
haye been made in the little-known land of 
Chinese Turkestan by the_ conductors of a 
recent expedition, The remains which Dr. 
Stein describes have been hidden by the sands 
for the last 2,000 years, They are particularly 


interesting. for the reason that. thé: country 


wherein they have been unearthed was, inancient 
times, on the great’ commercial route between 
China and Europe. Greek and Roman traders, 
long before the Christian era, traversed the 
route through the province where the archmolo- 
gists have begun work. (The towns and villages 
of old Turkestan were gradually buried under 
the advancing sand, just as were those of Egypt.

from'India”_ ‘There is every. reason to believe 
that Buddhism was the religion of the people. 


“My excavations," says Dr, Stein, “go to 
prove that their culture was highly advanced, 


“pnd that the art influences of Greece and Rome. 


were felt even at that great distance from the 
centres of classical culture.”
